OD HAS NO HIGHER ORDINATION for woman 
than that of wifehood, and no higher coronation 
re than that of motherhood. Regardless of what else 
a woman may achieve, she has not experienced God’s best 
for her until she has filled these two offices; still, it is 
true that there are other noble callings of God and high 
peaks of attainment in some cases chosen for and by the 
individual. God Himself has given supreme credence to 
the high state of proper motherhood, has freighted it with 
influence and authority, and has used it more than any 
other human agency in the propagation of His kingdom 
on earth. 

Because motherhood is so universal, yet so local, few 
people have given it its proper place among the power of 
the world. A mother’s influence upon her children is sec- 
ond to none, and the deft work of her hands and heart is 
boxed in the lives of her children as long as they live. 
Naturally, such tremendous influence thrusts upon ev- 
ery mother an equally tremendous responsibility. The 
mere biological process of motherhood has never made a 
woman a true mother, for there must be a mental and 
spiritual process of motherhood, also. The fact that there 
have been those who became mothers biologically, but 
never became mothers spiritually and morally, is one of 
the causes of the sad plight of the world today; yet on 
the other hand, because so many women became mothers 
in its truest and noblest sense is the reason so many of 
their sons and daughters are exerting every effort to- 
day to stem the tide of evil and to promote the kingdom 
of God. All honor under heaven is bestowed upon true 
mothers: Holy Scripture lauds her; her children rise up 
and call her blessed, and only the fairest fruits of the 
earth are fit tribute to her; and one day out of every 365 
belongs to her alone—no mortal personality has ever 
gained greater recognition. 

When God sought to express His own tenderness and 
compassion toward His people, He could find no more de- 
scriptive term than that of likening His comfort to the 
comfort of mothers (Isaiah 66:13). Again, when Jesus’ 
heart near burst with compassion for Jerusalem, He said, 
* .. as a hen doth gather her brood under her wings, and 

e would not!” It begins to be seen from these quotations 
that God has placed on earth a bit of heaven’s pure love,

and that that love is encased in the hearts of mothers. A 
good wife and mother is the nearest thing to God personi- 
fied on earth today. 

When God needed a man to deliver His oppressed peo- 
ple from Egyptian bondage, it was through Jochebed’s 
ingenuity and devotion to her son that He was able to 
spare the life of Moses and train him for his ordained 
task (Exodus 2:3, 8). It was a mother’s love which com- 
pelled Rizpah to watch over her dead, when they were 
forsaken by all others, that no wild beast would molest 
their bodies (2 Samuel 21:10). It was a mother’s love 
which drove Mary to watch over her dead son, the Christ 
of God (John 19:25). The selfish request of the mother of 
James and John is to be blamed, but still it was her 
mother’s love which prompted it. Mother’s love is the 
greatest love, the nearest thing to heaven’s love, that can 
be found in our world today, or any day past, or to come. 

It has been aptly said that “the hand that rocks the 
cradle rules the world,” which means only that the moth- 
er’s part in the formation of her child will remain with 
him throughout his life, and that what he becomes, be it 
good or bad, can in part be traced back to the woman who 
bore and trained him. 

Timothy, the young friend of Paul, was commended 
and renowned for his faith, but it was from his mother 
that his faith was drawn by him (2 Timothy 1:5). One of 
the most beautiful passages in all the Bible is a record of 
the words the mother of King Lemuel taught him (Prov- 
erbs 31). After King Lemuel finished his record of the 
words and wisdom his mother taught him, he began a 
eulogy of what is considered the ideal wife and mother. 
Perhaps nowhere in literature is there another such ac- 
count of so fine a woman as Lemuel describes. Many 
scholars have thought that he has merely pictured what 
he feels is the ideal and ultimate in womanhood, while 
others have felt that he has given us a glimpse of the 
character of some actual woman whom he knew, pre- 
sumably his own mother. If this is true, then there has 
never been another such tribute paid a mother by her son. 
In one household it was the practice of the father to read 
this chapter and comment, “Children, that is your moth- 
er.” I wonder how many can read this chapter today and 
find there her portrait, or only semblance of her own per- 
sonality and motherhood. 

It was Susanna Wesley who trained her brood of nine- 
teen children and set on fire with the love of God the 
lives of John, Charles, and Samuel. This great mother 
taught her nineteen children their letters and the way of 
life, and today her great work is seen all over the world 
in the fruits of the labors of her sons. When Cornelia, a 
woman of ancient Rome, was widowed by the death of 
Sempronius Gracchus, she refused the proposal of mat- 
rimony by the King of Egypt and devoted herself entirely 
to the education of her two sons, Tiberius and Gaius. 
These two boys became among the first defenders of the 
rights of the common man and did more than any others 
of the ancient world to break the back of plutocratic 
domination of the world. It is said that when anyone 
pitied her, she would answer, “No one should call unhap- 
py the woman who has given birth to the Gracchi.” 

These are but attestations to the tremendous influences 
of a mother. A mother? Yes. Not merely one who has giv- 
en birth to a child, but one who has accepted and reared 
him and given him a part of herself. Let her children 
arise and call her blessed. 
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in the love chapter of the Scripture, yet where else 
could we find such acknowledgments as “We see 
through a glass darkly” and “I know in part’’? It takes a 
charitable person to so belittle himself as to confess that 
his understanding is limited. There is, however, a fact 
that should encourage each of us, and that is that we are 
not alone in this state of limitation. No one has perfect 
understanding of all things, regardless of his study. There 
are certain human inabilities that render us somewhat 
short of perfect. It is this human veil that constitutes the 
“glass darkly” and compels us to admit, “I know in part.” 
I would never infer that mankind cannot understand 
the plan of salvation, because it is made “so plain that a 
wayfaring man though a fool need not err therein.” The 
sad thing that is very apparent is that everyone does not 
realize the necessity of acceptance of the entire plan of 
salvation. For deliberate rejection such as this, there is no 
excuse. Neither do I intend to include such in this writ- 
ing. I desire to consider only those who are anxious to ac- 
cept all the Lord has provided and whose hearts are sub- 
missive to the will of God. Among such honest-hearted 
people as these, however, there arises differences of opin- 
ions sometimes that make us realize “we know in part.” 
Would it not be charitable of each of us to recognize the 
human inability to comprehend all things exactly the 
same? Our text infers that we are to look for a time of 
perfect knowledge, when “that which is in part shall be 
done away.” Until this time comes, or as long as God de- 
sires to work through human instruments, there will be 
a necessity for charitable tolerance one for another. 
Lack of understanding is the most common basis for 
lack of fellowship, especially among those of like faith. It 
should be understood that the fundamental principles of 
the doctrine of the New Testament have been accepted by 
all of our constituents. No minister is licensed by the

Church who does not declare himself in accord with the 
doctrine and as having received the experience of the 
baptism in the Holy Ghost. This places each of us on the 
same level, as far as experiences received. A man must be 
Christian, clean, and entirely honest-hearted to reach 
this position in God. This wonderful standing, as glorious 
as it is, however, does not take away the limitations of hu- 
man comprehension. It was the great apostle Paul, a 
mighty man of God, who said, “We see through a glass 
darkly” and “we know in part.” 





PAUL AND BARNABAS, who by their com- 
bined efforts were able to establish a number of Gentile 
churches and labored together for years in successful 
ministry, one day had a difference of opinion about John 
Mark who had left them in Pamphilia “and went not 
with them to the work.” When Paul suggested to Barna- 
bas that they visit the brethren in every city where they 
had preached, and see how they were doing, Barnabas 
determined to take Mark with them, but Paul thought it 
not good, whereupon a sharp contention arose between 
them, and they separated one from the other. Barnabas 
took John Mark, and Paul took Silas. They went through 
the cities confirming the churches. A great work was ac- 
complished by brethren who had differences of opinion. 
Later, the apostle Paul wrote to Timothy and requested 
him, “Take Mark, and bring him with thee; for he is 
profitable to me for the ministry.” Paul evidently 
changed his mind about the subject of his and Barna- 
bas’ contention. Their hearts were right, but they had 
differences of opinions. No one has questioned their con- 
secration. 

There came a difference between the apostles Paul and 
Peter, two of the greatest workers of which we have * 
record. They were being mightily used of God. Both were 
interested in the Gentiles. Peter was the first to preach 
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the gospel to the Gentiles, and Paul became known as the 
Apostle to the Gentiles, having established many church- 
es among them. They both believed in the same experi- 
ence for the people, but Peter held that the Gentiles, as 
the Jews, had to be circumcised. While this difference of 
opinion was being shown even to the extent that Paul de- 
clared, “I withstood him to his face, because he was to be 
blamed,” both men were being used of God. No one has 
questioned their sincerity, their love for God, or their de- 
sire to be a blessing to those over whom their contention 
arose. It was a difference of opinion. The only question 
in the minds of the people about these two is, “Who was 
the greatest preacher in the New Testament, Peter or 
Paul?” This question is asked very often. Neither of these 
men were thought to be unchristian because of their 
understanding of the Gentile question. 

It is proper and to be expected that every man called 
and anointed of God for a specific work should have a 
greater interest in that particular field than any other. 
He has sought God and consecrated himself toward this 
phase of the ministry because he feels that this is God’s 
will for him. In this field he feels a great anointing, and 
his interest is so great in his work he may feel that every- 
one should be used in a special way in the same ministry. 
There is nothing wrong in his desire to see others used of 
God in this manner, but this decision belongs to God; 
He issues these special anointings as it pleases Him; 
therefore, everyone must work as God has called him, 
and leave the other man to work according to his calling. 
The work of one man does not show him to be more spir- 
itual than the other, if both are anointed and abiding in 
their calling. It is not expected that all should be anoint- 
ed for the same purpose. 

1 Corinthians 12:4-11, “Now there are diversities of 
gifts, but the same Spirit. And there are differences of 
administration, but the same Lord. And there are differ- 
ences of operations, but it is the same God which worketh 
all in all. But the manifestation of the Spirit is given to 
every man to profit withal. For to one is given by the 
Spirit the word of wisdom; to another the word of knowl- 
edge by the same Spirit; to another faith by the same 
Spirit; to another the working of miracles; to another 
prophecy; to another discerning of spirits; to another di- 
vers kinds of tongues; to another the interpretation of 
Spirit, dividing to every man severally as he will.” 


THE GREAT APOSTLE tells us that there are 
diversities of gifts, differences of administration, and dif- 
ferences of operations. He did not mean to give anyone 
an excuse to be unsuccessful, barren, or unfruitful be- 
cause of the lack of effort or spiritual desire, and then 
hide behind a statement that “My work is different.” 
These are working gifts and are successful. He went 
ahead to say, “But all these worketh.” 

There should be no effort to have all men exercise the 
same gift to the exclusion of any other. Neither should 
any reflect on those who are anointed for one purpose 
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and not another. God’s work is all carried on by the self- 
same Spirit, and no phase of it is to be minimized. This 
thought is accentuated by the further statements of the 
apostle Paul in 1 Corinthians 12:12-31, “For as the body 
is one, and hath many members, and all the members of 
that one body, being many, are one body, so also is Christ. 
For the body is not one member, but many. If the foot 
shall say, Because I am not the hand, I am not of the 
body; is it therefore not of the body? And if the ear shall 
say, Because I am not the eye, I am not of the body; is it 
therefore not of the body? 

“If the whole body were an eye, where were the hear- 
ing? If the whole were the hearing, where were the 
smelling? But now hath God set the members every one 
of them in the body, as it hath pleased him. And if they 
were all one member, where were the body? . . . The eye 
cannot say unto the hand, I have no need of thee: nor 
again the head to the feet, I have no need of you. Nay, 
much more those members of the body, which seem to be 
more feeble, are necessary: and those members of the 
body, which we think to be less honorable, upon these we 
bestow more abundant honor; and our uncomely parts 
have more abundant comeliness. For our comely parts 
have no need: but God hath tempered the body together, 
having given more abundant honor to that part which 
lacked: that there should be no schisms in the body; but 
that the members should have the same care one for an- 
other. ... 

“Now ye are the body of Christ, and members in par- 
ticular. And God hath set some in the church, first apos- 
tles, secondarily prophets, thirdly teachers, after that 
miracles, then gifts of healings, helps, governments, di- 
versities of tongues. Are all apostles? are all prophets? 
are all teachers? are all workers of miracles? have all 
the gifts of healing? do all speak with tongues? do all 
interpret? But covet earnestly the best gifts: and yet I 
shew unto you a more excellent way.” 

These scriptures will show that all are not expected to 
be exercised in the same ministry, but they also show that 
we are to “covet earnestly the best gifts.” No one is to be 
satisfied short of the operation of the Spirit of God in 
his life, and should abide in his calling with success. As 
the apostle Paul admonished the Romans in the following 
verses: Romans 12:4-10, “For as we have many members 
in one body, and all members have not the same office: 
So we, being many, are one body in Christ, and every one 
member one of another. Having then gifts differing, ac- 
cording to the grace that is given to us, whether proph- 
ecy, let us prophesy according to the portion of faith; or 
ministry, let us wait on our ministering: or he that 
teacheth, on teaching: or he that exhorteth, on exhorta- 
tion: he that giveth, let him do it with simplicity; he that 
ruleth, with diligence; he that sheweth mercy, with 
cheerfulness. Let love be without dissimulation. Abhor 
that which is evil; cleave to that which is good. Be kindly 
affectioned one to another with brotherly love; in honour

My words seemed to fasten like barbed arrows in the 
souls of men. They cut like a sword. They broke the heart 
like a hammer. Multitudes can attest to this. Ofttimes a 
word dropped without my remembering it would fasten 
conviction and often result in almost immediate conver- 
sion. 

But sometimes I would find myself in a great measure 
empty of this power. I would go out and visit and find 
that I made no saving impression. I would then set apart 
a day for private fasting and prayer, fearing this power 
had departed from me, and enquire anxiously after the 
reason of this apparent emptiness. After humbling my- 
self and crying for help, the power would return upon me 
with all its freshness. This has been the experience of 
my life. 

POWER FROM ON HIGH 

This power is a great marvel. I have many times seen 
people unable to endure the Word. The most simple and 
ordinary statements would cut men off from their seats 
as with a sword, would take their bodily strength and 
render them almost as helpless as dead men. Several 
times it has been true in my experience that I could not 
raise my voice or say anything in prayer or exhortation, 
except in the mildest manner, without entirely overcom- 
ing those who were present. This was not because I was 
preaching terror to the people: even the sweetest sounds 
of the gospel would overcome them. 

This power seems sometimes to pervade the atmos- 
phere of one who is highly charged with it. Many times 





great numbers of persons in a community will be clothed 
with this power, when the very atmosphere of the whole 
place seems to be charged into it, and passing through 
the place will be instantly smitten with conviction of sin 
and in many instances be converted to Christ. 

When Christians humble themselves, consecrate their 
all afresh to Christ and seek His power, they will often 
receive such a baptism that they will be instrumental in 
converting more souls in a day than in all their lifetime 
before. While Christians remain humble enough to re- 
tain this power, the work of conversion will go on until 
whole communities and regions of country are converted 
to Christ. 

THE GLORY OF GOD 

I began the habit of rising early and spending a season 
of prayer alone in the meeting house. Then a considerable 
number of brethren used to meet me there in the morn- 
ing for prayer meeting, generally before it was light 
enough to see to read. One morning all at once the glory 
of God shone round about me in a manner which was 
most marvelous. The day was just beginning to dawn; 
but all at once a Light, perfectly ineffable, shone in my 
soul and almost prostrated me to the ground. In this 
Light it seemed as if I could see that all nature praised 
and worshiped God except man. It was too intense for the 
eyes. I recollect breaking into a flood of tears in view of 
the fact that mankind did not praise God. I think I knew 
something then, by actual experience, of that Light which 
prostrated Paul on the way to Damascus. It was surely a 
Light such as I could not have endured long. I could not 
endure to think of the manner in which He was treated 
by men. I wept it out, and the vision passed away and left 
my mind calm.—The International Review, First Quafter, 
1954, page 20. 





| Found the Mission Dollar Well Spent 


(A visit to Jamaica, B.W.I., and the Bahama Islands)

I had always wanted to make a trip to the mission field 
and get some first-hand information on mission work. I 
chose Jamaica and Nassau and was thrilled with the ac- 
complishments. 

Brother Stoppe arranged my trip to the Islands, and 
Brother A. W. Brummett arranged my itinerary in Ja- 
maica. I was privileged to be the night speaker in three 
parish conventions. I also spoke in some of the local 
churches. 

I found that the work is well supervised. The natives 
speak well of Brother Stoppe and Brother Brummett for 
their work among them. They also expressed their thank- 
fulness to the American brethren and the Missions Sec- 
retary. 

The natives are trying to help themselves. In many 
places they do not have anything to give. Several church 
buildings do not have a roof. The natives at these places 
are hoping and praying that they may be able to get 
some zinc or shingles for a roof on these buildings. Some 
are worshiping in buildings with thatched roofs, using 
boards for seats. 

The people of the Islands walk for miles to the services. 
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In each convention I attended the building was packed, 
with as many on the outside. At times the crowds outside 
would have filled the building the second time, the altar 
being filled night after night. Oh, the hunger and desire 
of these people to seek God once they have heard the 
truth! It is our responsibility to give them the gospel. 

I found that every dollar given for missions has been 
well spent. If only there were more to help these precious 
people! Giving for missions will pay great dividends in 
eternity. 

I feel that my time and money was well spent in visit- 
ing the Islands. Many were saved, sanctified, and filled 
with the Holy Ghost in the services. 

On my return I stopped at Nassau, Bahamas, and visit- 
ed with Brother M. W. Patterson. Brother Patterson is do- 
ing a good work and is greatly loved by the people. I re- 
ceived the same cordial welcome that I did in Jamaica. 
I found that a good work is being accomplished there, al- 
so. I have the privilege of speaking in three churches. 
Much more could be accomplished there if they had more 
finance. There is a great need in these mission fields.

cess of human experiences, hoping to find ideas 

and principles that will elevate him to a higher, 
nobler sphere of living as he weaves in and out of mis- 
takes and errors that are constantly present to plague 
one’s fleshly journey. 

Before we get lost in the realm of philosophizing, let’s 
concern ourselves with Bible examples that best illustrate 
man’s need for rules or principles that have already been 
proved dependable by others. 

Exodus 50:25, “God will surely visit you, and ye shall 
carry up my BONES from hence.” 

Joseph’s declaration in the above text is the sounding 
board of ultimate liberation for Israel. To appreciate Jo- 
seph’s desire for Israel, one must reminisce. 

Being a “son of his old age,” Israel, his father, made 
him a “coat of many colours.” For this Joseph was hated 
by his brethren, because it was an indication that their 
father loved him more than he loved them. To add fuel 
to the fire, Joseph dreamed two dreams: First, about 
“binding sheaves in the field, and, lo, my sheaf arose, 
and also stood upright; and, behold, your sheaves stood 
round about, and made obeisance to my sheaf”; and, sec- 
ond, Joseph said, “I have dreamed a dream more; and, 
behold, the sun and moon and the eleven stars made 
obeisance to me.” 


ONE DAY JOSEPH was sent by his father to 
investigate the welfare of his brothers and the sheep they 
were feeding. It was this trip that exposed their boiling 
hatred for Joseph. As he approached their camp, “they 
conspired against him to slay him,” but Reuben inter- 
vened and suggested they put him in the pit alive instead 
of killing him first. He planned to free him later, but 
when he came back his brothers had sold him for twenty

The traders carried him to Egypt where he grew into 
manhood. The growth was not easy, at least, emotionally. 
He was tempted by his master’s wife to commit sin and 
when he refused, she accused him of insulting her. Poti- 
phar, his master, had him put in prison. 

When Pharaoh could find none to interpret his dreams, 
his chief butler remembered Joseph. Two years had 
passed since he and the chief baker had dreamed dreams 
while in prison, and when he told Pharaoh about Joseph 
interpreting their dreams, Pharaoh sent for him. 

God blessed Joseph with the interpretation of the 
dreams. Hence, he was released from prison and made 
prime minister of Egypt. One of his duties was to follow 
the instruction of the dreams and store food for famine 
years. 

When the famine came, the Israelites had to enter 
Egypt to obtain food, and in due time they met Joseph. 
Following the reconciliation, the families of Israel moved 
into Egypt, and not until some four hundred years later 
did they return to Canaan. 

When Joseph’s father died, he immediately carried him 
back to the land of his inheritance for burial. But Joseph, 
upon his deathbed, did not request an immediate burial 
beside his father, but asked that his bones remain with 
Israel in Egypt until the day of Exodus. 

Why should his bones remain in Egypt with Israel? 
The answer reveals a philosophical symbolization. It was 
Joseph’s way of telling them to follow the principles he 
had observed in obtaining a satisfactory relationship with 
Jehovah. Some of those principles could be as follows: 

a) Remember the true God in youth. 

b) Resist temptation. 

c) Have patience. 

d) Be willing to suffer. 

e) Love your enemies. 

f) Render good for evil. 

g) Have faith that you will ultimately win. 

Around these and other. principles, Joseph molded his

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among the Christian people, therefore I feel 

that there is a definite need for Christians 
who are well established in the doctrines and teachings 
of Christ. This Christian must be well developed in his 
intellect, emotions and his will to do. A Chrisian cannot 
properly present a convincing influence for Christ if he 
is inconsistent in his Christian personality. Inconsistency 
is a pitfall, a snare under our feet. Consistency is a 
pearl of great price. I am convinced that there are three 
necessary elements for a completely well-balanced Chris- 
tian life. These are sound thinking (intellect), active 
emotions (feelings), and a will to do (action). 

First, the Bible teaches us to develop our intellectual 
powers for God. It is true that our ministry is faced with 
the greatest educated world this generation has known. 
It is an ordinary thing for many boys and girls to com- 
plete college, and ministers need to prepare themselves 
on as high an educational level as possible in order to 
please God. Paul instructs us in 2 Timothy 2:15, “Study 
to shew thyself approved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 
truth.” It is my opinion that education is divided into 
two parts: first, book knowledge which one can derive 
from the thorough study of books of varied nature; the 
other part consists of wisdom to use the knowledge that 
we have ascertained to the greatest advantage for the 
cause of Christ. This wisdom can only come from God. 
James 1:5, “If any of you lack wisdom, let him ask of 
God, that giveth to all men liberally and upbraideth not, 
and it shall be given him.” God would have us wise 
enough to successfully combat any of the wiles of Satan. 
Matthew 10:16, “Behold, I send you forth as sheep in the 
midst of wolves: be ye therefore wise as serpents, and 
harmless as doves.” 

I do not wish to imply in any manner that a person 
must have a high-school or college education to have 
salvation. It is wonderful to know that if a man cannot 
read or write that he can be saved, sanctified, and filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and be used as an instrument in

the hand of God. While this is true, one cannot take the 
attitude that ignorance is suggested or promoted by God 
or His Word. Our study certainly should by all means 
include a thorough knowledge of God’s Word. God wish- 
es us to hide his Word in our hearts that we might not 
backslide, or sin against Him. Also, He wants His people 
to be able to give a reason for the hope that is within. 
We must awaken to the fact that we need to broaden our 
study and thinking in order to cope with the world of in- 
tellect. I am convinced that a preacher who studies, as 
well as prays, will never be without a message. One min- 
ister stated that he studies in preparing a message as 
though God is one thousand miles away, and then he 
goes into the pulpit depending on God as though his 
study is one thousand miles away. Though we must de- 
velop our intellect and must prepare ourselves, one must 
admit that cold intellect is not enough. 


SECOND, a Christian must have such a ma- 
ture experience with God that it will develop an emo- 
tional expression of God’s power in his life. I doubt very 
much if one can be saved without the awakening of spir- 
itual emotions. The world offers criticism to us holiness 
folk because we dare release our emotions when God 
moves upon us, yet God desires a people who will worship 
Him in spirit and in truth. It is true one cannot depend 
entirely on a literal shout to determine another’s experi- 
ence with God; this would be folly. Many times this kind 
of person doesn’t feel that the service has been profitable 
or spiritual unless there is an extreme demonstration of 
emotional shouts. This type of person is a target for the 
devil. One would ask why you cannot depend on this. My 
answer would be that there are times in a Chrisian’s 
life when he or she has to walk completely by faith. At a 
time like this we need to know of what our Christian 
foundation is composed. One of the greatest consola- 
tions in all the world is to be a Christian and realize that 
“there is now no condemnation.” The expressions of one’s 
emotions might be in one of many forms: laughing, cry-

preferring one another; not slothful in business; fervent 
in Spirit; serving the Lord.” 

In the light of the foregoing scriptures, we see that the 
ministry of the Spirit and the callings of God are differ- 
ent, that every man is to work according to the measure 
of grace given unto him, and that God gives to every 
man as it pleases Him. We should, therefore, leave every 
man’s work with him and God, remembering that we, as 
human beings, cannot be the judge in God’s dealing with 
another. All things have not been made clear to us yet. 
We still “see through a glass darkly” and “know in 
part.”

life’s characteristics. 


APPROXIMATELY four centuries later, the 
tie was broken between Israel and Egypt, when “Moses 
took the bones of Joseph with him” (Exodus 13:19). Jo- 
seph passed his test in the wilderness of slavery and 
prison, but Israel fainted in their wilderness because they 
lost the vision of the winning ideals of their forefather. 

Since Joshua and Caleb had a good report as spies, and 
the right spirit, God selected them from the exodus con- 
gregation to represent His high and noble principles and 
be leaders of the wilderness-born Israel. By the grace of 
God, they overcame all obstacles and conquered Ca- 
naan. They had completed their task and had won their 
inheritance when they buried Joseph. Joshua 24:32, “And 
the bones of Joseph, which the children of Israel brought 
up out of Egypt, buried they in Shechem, in a parcel of 
ground which Jacob bought of the sons of Hamor the 
father of Shechem for an hundred pieces of silver: and 
it became the inheritance of the children of Joseph.” 

There is a New Testament significance to the “Joseph 
bones” philosophy, and the rest of this message will be 
meaningful to the contemporary church. 

Every successful ecclesiastical system has a bone 
framework called philosophy, doctrine, or teachings, that 
give them distinct marks of identification. Around this 
doctrine the organization builds, grows, and lives. When 
a group ceases to practice or believe these doctrinal prin- 
ciples, it is affected like a man who has had plastic 
surgery. His face or identity no longer fits his NAME. 

Jude warned against this when he said, “It was need- 
ful for me to write unto you, and exhort you that ye 
should earnestly contend for the faith which was once 
delivered unto the saints.” Faith can be that instrument 
whereby we obtain from God our petitions, or can be 
called our doctrine which we believe. Have you ever had 
someone to ask you of what faith are you, and you 
would say the Church of God? Then let’s say that Jude 
said, “Contend for the doctrine which was once delivered 
unto the saints.” Jude was warning against ungodly men 
who were trying to change the Church from within. He 
realized that the same God who saved them would de- 
stroy them if they changed their doctrinal course. 

So, let us bear in mind that this warning is for us to- 
day. The early Church gave us a doctrine and a name. 
Paul said, “Unto the CHURCH OF GOD which is at Cor- 
inth,” and to Timothy, “All scripture is given by inspira- 
tion of God, and is profitable for doctrine.” 

Then the philosophical bones of the early Church must 
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be the framework around which we build our organiza- 
tion, if we hope to enter our eternal inheritance.

ing, leaping, running, or merely quaking under the power 
of God. God requires of us to “quench not the Spirit.” 
Thank God for a salvation that will and does move upon 
the expressions of a person that he or she might worship 
God as the Spirit moves. The day we refuse to let God 
move us emotionally is the day we die spiritually. Our 
intellectual lives must be baptized with the demonstra- 
tion of His Spirit. Paul preached: “Not with enticing 
words of man’s wisdom, but in demonstration of the Spir- 
it and of power,” 1 Corinthians 2:4. 

If a person is mature in intellectual development and 
emotional freedom, then it becomes natural for a person 
to want to work for God. The third element of a Chris- 
ian’s experience should be the will to do. James 1:22, 
“But be ye doers of the word, and not hearers only, de- 
ceiving your own selves.” I am of the opinion that if one 
has a slight knowledge of God’s Word and is born again, 
he will be ready and willing to work for God. Many times 
you hear a person say, “I wish there was something I 
could do for God.” How pathetic! Do we not realize thai 
there are many openings in every phase of Sunday 
School work, in Y.P.E. activities, L.W.W.B. work, regular 
church services, financial responsibilities to be borne, 
testimonies to be given, prayers to be prayed, and Chris- 
tian lives to be lived? But of all these categories, if a per- 
son cannot participate in any one of them, I wonder 
what his experience w:th God has done for him. 

Today is the day of opportunities to work for God. A 
well-balanced Christian studies, seeks God for wisdom, 
submits to the moving of God’s Spirit, and is always 
found active in God’s vineyard. ‘

RUSSIA REPORTED MAKING 
NITROGEN BOMB 

TOKYO, Japan (EP) Kyodo News 
Agency quoted a Japanese scientist as 
saying Russia is reported producing a 
nitrogen bomb so dangerous that 30 
of them set off at once would annihi- 
late the entire human race. 

Dr. Tsunesaburo Asada, professor of 
science at Osaka University, told a 
meeting of the Japan Pharmacologi- 
cal Society in Kyoto: “From recent 
reports of the production of the ni- 
trogen bomb in the Soviet Union, it 
ae be assumed that such a bomb 
is a hydrogen bomb enclosed with ni- 
trogen and helium. A nitrogen bomb 
may be less destructive than the co- 
balt bomb momentarily, but more 
dangerous because of the accumula- 
tion of radioactivity. If 30 such bombs 
are detonated simultaneously, all 
mankind will perish in several years’ 
time.” 


WOMAN IN CULT DIES OF 
SNAKE HANDLING 

LONG BEACH, California (EP) Mrs. 
Bertha Elizabeth Smith, 72, died, and 
Few Jordan, 35, of Brea had a swollen 
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right arm, after both were bitten by a 
rattlesnake in a strange ceremony re- 
cently in the Church of the First Born 
in Long Beach. 

Police said both refused medical at- 
tention. Mrs. Smith died in her home 
at — Beach. Her son, Elzo D. Smith,

45, arrived from Big Pine at 7:30 a.m. 
to find her alive but her face and 
chest turning black. She died soon 
afterward. Smith, an elder in the 
church, said his mother had been a 
member more than a half century. 

Police said members of the little 
church had become — in handlin 
snakes in accordance with the Biblica 
words of Mark 16:18, “They shall take 
up serpents; and if they drink any 
deadly thing, it shall not hurt them; 
they shall lay hands on the sick, and 
they shall recover.” Officers reported 
the couple were bitten at 8:30 p.m. 
Sunday and left the church confident 
that their faith would cure them. 
Smith said he understood the rattle- 
snake was killed. 

Jordan seemed unconcerned over his 
condition, telling police: “If I’m 
worthy I'll get well.” Detectives said 
the rattler was brought down from the 
hills Sunday afternoon by two mem- 


bers of the congregation and was 
handled at baptismal rites on the 
banks of the San Gabriel River near 
Seal Beach. It was used later at the 
*atal evening services. Detectives in- 
dicated they might be able to prose- 
cute the responsible persons under a 
Long Beach ordinance against bring- 
ing a venomous reptile into the city 
without a ermit. More serious 
charges may be made as a result of 
Mrs. Smith’s death.

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SAYS INTEREST IN CHRISTIANITY 
STILL HIGH IN JAPAN 

JAPAN (EP)—Dr. William Axling, 
retired —— missionary now acting 
as a travelling evangelist for the Kyo- 
dan (United Church of Christ in Ja- 
pan), has reported 432 baptisms as a 
result of 210 meetings held during 
1953. Although attendance at the 
meetings averaged slightly less than 
in 1952, Dr. Axling believes interest in 
Christianity is still high in Japan, and 
cited the 2,152 decision cards which 
he received to prove this. While 80 per 
cent of these cards were from young 
people, Dr. Axling also reported some 
success with the older generation, sup- 
—- notoriously difficult to con- 
vert. 


STATE DEPARTMENT OFFICIAL 
WARNS CHRISTIANS 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa. (EP)—The 
world situation is serious enough to 
send every Christian to his knees, 
Walter S. Robertson, Assistant Secre- 
tary of State for Far Eastern Affairs, 
said here. The State Department of- 
ficial preached at historic Christ 
(Episcopal) church where George 
Washington and many signers of the 
Declaration of Independence wor- 
shiped. He said: “We are taking too 
casually the freedoms that were pur- 
chased by the blood of our forefa- 
thers and that are now endangered by 
the Communist aggression that has 
taken over about one-third of the 
world. No one of us today should re- 
gard the privileges of worship at a 
church of our choice or of an uncen- 
sored press and radio, or of our every- 
day comforts lightly.” 

Mr. Robertson said that the entire 
Far East was in the greatest danger of 
going Communist, because their “in- 
credible destitution, disease, and dis- 
content provides the perfect soil. We 
are challenged to give all the material, 
financial, and military aid possible to 
this threatened area,” he said. “This 
is not a matter just for a corps of 
diplomats; it is for the united forces 
of our own and all free governments, 
and of people collectively and indi- 
vidually. 

“In short, it is a question of how to 
save Christian civilization. We must 
look for the answer cn our knees. It 
may be in Jesus’ parable, ‘Inasmuch 
as ye do it unto the least of these, my 
brethren, ye do it unto me.’ He must 
have meant that serving man is syn- 
onymous with serving God.” 


FEW COMMUNISTS AMONG 
CLERGY, COMMITTEE SAYS 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP)—The 
House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee said here that the overwhelm- 
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ing majority of American clergymen 
were loyal, but that “a few” were 
Communists or Communist sympa- 
thizers. In its annual report to Con- 
gress, covering 1953 investigations, the 
Committee declared: 

“The official record establishes that, 
as in other fields, the few members 
of the clergy who have associated with 
Communist causes is a minute per- 
centage of the hundreds of thousands 
of loyal, patriotic men of the cloth.” 
But, said the Committee, a very small 
number of “case-hardened Commu- 
nists and Communist sympathizers 
have actually infiltrated themselves 
into the ranks of the loyal clergy. 
Sworn testimony relative to this fact 
is in the possession of the Committee,” 
it said. The House group also com- 
plained that some loyal clergymen 
were lax in not determining the real 
sponsors of a movement before al- 
lowing their names to be used. 

A five-page section of the report 
was entitled “Religion.” But the Com- 
mittee repeated its earlier stand that 
it had not conducted and did not in- 
tend to conduct any investigation of 
the clergy. The report said, however, 
that where it had determined that an 
individual clergyman was a Commu- 
nist, the Committee had “proceeded 
exactly as it would in the case of any 
other person so identified.” 


RED BRAINWASHING TOO 
TERRIBLE, EXPERT SAYS 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP)—A psy- 
chiatrist who survived torturous Nazi 
a declared today that no 
man alive could withstand Communist 
brainwashing such as was applied to 
American airmen who signed false 
germ warfare confessions. Dr. Joost 
A. M. Meerloo, now a U. S. citizen and 
formerly in the Dutch Underground 
testified at the hearing in the case of 
Col. Frank H. Schwable, much-decor- 
ated Marine air hero who signed such 
a confession while a war prisoner in 
Korea. Schwable repudiated the con- 
fession upon his release. 

Dr. Meerloo said he had specialized 
in the study of brainwas A and 
what he called “menticide”—literally 
the murder of the mind through 
physical and mental torture and con- 
stant interrogation. Schwable has 
said his Red Chinese captors kept him 
standing at attention while question- 
ing him for long hours and kept him 
ill-fed, ill-clothed and ill-housed. It 
went on for months, he said. Dr. 
Meerloo testified the Russian Com- 
munists have improved the technique 
of brainwashing og the nt 
reached by the Nazis durin orld 
War II. The only escape, Meerloo said, 
is death.

Schwable’s — civilian 
counsel, asked Meerloo: “Then you 
say anyone alive, if subjected to this 
condition over a long period of time, 
will inevitably capitulate?” Meerloo 
replied, “Yes, if he lives.” “And that 
includes anyone in this room?” Pratt 
inquired. “Yes,” Meerloo said, “any- 
one in this room.” 


COMMUNISTS MAKE CHURCH 
INTO CONCERT HALL 

LONDON, England (EP) Communist 
authorities of Poland have converted 
the country’s largest Protestant 
church into a concert hall, according 
to reports received here by leaders of 
the Polish Lutheran Church in exile. 
The Holy Trinity Lutheran Church in 
Warsaw, which had place for 5,000 
worshipers, is now a concert hall seat- 
ing only 1,200, these reports said. 

The church modeled after the Pan- 
theon in Rome, and commonly known 
as the “rotunda” church, was general- 
ly recognized as one of the most beau- 
tiful buildings in the capital of Poland 
and the pride of Polish Protestants. 
The church which dated back to 1780 
had been destroyed during World War 
II, but was rebuilt through self- 
sacrificing efforts of the Polish Chris- 
tians. In 1950, when the reconstruc- 
tion had just been finished, the Gov- 
ernment confiscated the church. Ac- 
cording to the information available 
here, the church was since then used 
for meetings and other secular pur- 
poses, but was not until recently 
changed. The reports received now 
said that the interior had been rebuilt 
to serve as a concert hall, and that 
the huge wooden cross erected on the 
dome in 1950 had been removed. 


NOTES FROM THE NEWS 

The federal population census for 
1950 reports 6,777 women clergymen, 
or 4.1 per cent of the total number.
